FitzRoy THEATRE.—This Theatre, under the present manage- 
ment, has quite redeemed its character; the pieces are well chosen 
and well acted; The Wandering Munstrel.is highly amusing, 
the incidents being broadly comic. The character of Baggs, a 
genuine street melodist, is admirably sustained by Mitchell, and 
the other parts are equally well filled. 


Kine’s THEATRE,—The last Masquerade at this house was so 
fully attended, that M. Laporte intends giving another, on the 
same liberal scale, on Monday evening next, and on Saturday, the 
15th of February, the Italian Operatic Season willcommence. The 
opening Opera is to be Anna Boleyna, with Lablache, Ivanhoff, 
and either Madame Unger, or Madile. Blasis, as prima donna. 
Taglioni and Madlle. Constance are to be the principal dancers. 
In the course of the season we are to have Rubini, Tamburini, 
Pasta, and the beautiful Signora Grisi, her first appearance in 
this country. Rubini has recently purchased an estate, near 
Venice, which confers on him the title of Count, and gives him a 
voice in the Senate. 


On Tuesday, in the Vice Chancellor’s Court, a case came be- 
fore his Honour, upon demurrer, respecting the Surrey. Mr. 
Beams, for the defendant, Mr. Osbaldiston, said, that the bill in 
this case had been filed by the plaintiff, Mr. Ewing, with a view 
to establish a partnership between himself and Mr. Osbaldiston, 
the proprietor of the Surrey Theatre. This contract for a part- 
nership, the plaintiff alledged was contained in certain letters, 
which had passed between him and defendant. Theground upon 
which this demurrer to the bill was set up, was a want of equity 
on the part of the plaintiff ; for,even supposing that those letters 
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amounted to a contract for a partnership in this theatrical pro- 
perty, yet the court could not carry into effect the stipulations 
of a contrract which in itself was illegal, the Theatre not being 
duly licensed for the performance of dramatic representations ; 
therefore the court could not be called on to compel the perfor- 
mance of an act which was illegal, and which subjected the party 
infringing the law to severe penalties. It was agreed that the 
defendant should have six weeks time to enable him to put in his 
answer to the bill. During the hearing of this case, the Vice 
Chancellor betrayed much real or affected ignorance of theatri- 
cals, by inquiring ‘‘ where the Surrey Theatre was situated ? 
and, if it was what was called the Coburg ?”’ considering that the 
Theatres have so recently been made the subject of a grave in- 
quiry before the Lord Chancellor, and, if we mistake not, the 
Vice Chancellor assisting, this looks like affectation.
